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From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

During the past few years there has been 
much talk of, standardisation, and it has 
sometimes appeared as though motor cars 
in time would all be of a uniform type. 
Standardisation, however, has been more 
apparent than real, and a survey of the 1928 
models shows that it relates only to the barest 
outline of the general specifications. 

There is just as much variation with regard 
to details in the new cars as there has been 
in any former year. Engines with six 
cylinders may in time become the standard 
practice, but they will vary greatly in all 
matters except the number of cylinders. 
In the new engines of this description some 
have overhead and some side-by-side valves, 
and for the first time for some years over- 
head valves haye not made any progress com- 

red with those of the side-by-side variety. 

he revival of the latter type is due in some 
cases to the improved design of the com- 
bustien chambers, for with certain types of 
combustion head the side valve has been 
found equally as as the overhead. 

There 1s no uniformity either with regard 
to NEE; The overwhelming majority of 
cars have the magneto, but on several models 
it has been replaced by battery and coil. 
The number of bearings on six-cylinder 
engines, too, vary a good deal and range 
from three to seven. 

Quite a number of new cars employ roller 
chains for driving the camshaft, instead of 
using silent chains with inverted teeth, or 
bevel gearing, this being a revival of the 
practice of many years ago, with the 


tinctly moderate price, and the new edition 
should meet the needs of many who desire a 
six-cylinder car; which is exceilent value and 
designed in accordante with the most modern 
ideas. The engine has poppet valves 

at the side, and the bore and stroke of 3in. 
and 4in. respectively give an actual rating of 
21.6 h.p. It is shown as a _British-built 
saloon a five passengers, and the equipment 
is complete down to an electric cigar lighter 
and a lady's companion. On the Willys- 
Knight the same sleeve valve engine is fitted 
as formerly, but such refinements as air filter 
guards and « new oil filter have been added. 


Firestone Tyre and Rubber Co.

Rover. : 
The Rover programme for 1928 comprises 
fifteen models, six of which are exhibited at 
Olympia. There are chree examples of the 
10/25 h.p. model, two *eing saloons rnd one 
an open two-seater, with a sports type body. 
On one of the saloons a folding roof is fitted, 
and this feature promises to be increasingly 
popular. The 16 h.p. is shown as a coach- 
built saloon, with a five-seater body, finished

The tendency to replace mechanical 
universal joints by fabric discs has been 
checked. On one newly-designed car disc 
universal joints are fitted instead of the 
mechanical joints on former models of the 
same make, but there are several instances of 
mechanical joints being substituted for discs. 

Gear boxes show a tendency towards 
uniformity with regard to general construc- 
tion, but in those with four speeds there :s 
a suggestion that a geared-up fough speed 
hae. — adopted with a direct drive on third. 
With regard to clutches the single plate type 
has more than held its own, but lubrication 
systems and the methods of suspension show 
as much variation as ever. 

It is certain that the 1928 models are much 
nearer perfection than those which preceded 
them, but the directions in which they have 
been improved are different with every make, 
and all changes, whether they are entirely 
new ideas, or revivals of former practice, 
have heen made as the direct result of pro- 
longed tests in actual road work.

Rolls-Royce 

On the Rolls-Royce stand is shown a 40/50 
h.p. ‘“* Phantom * model, with a Hooper 
enclosed limousine six-seater body, inted 
pastel blue, with black bonnet, scuttle, roof 
and wings, upholstered in plain blue cloth 
to the rear and black leather to the front 
seat. There are extra seats of the armchair 
type, and the back seat is fitted with a dis- 
appearing arm rest in the middle. It is one 
of the most handsome cars ever shown, On 
the same type of chassis there is a Barker 
landaulette, which is also a notable produc. 
tion. Both the 40/50 h.p. and the h.p. 
models are substantially unchanged so far as 
mechanism is concerned. The latter is ex- 
hibited as an enclosed drive limousine and 
as a coupé cabriolet. In addition to these 
cars on the Rolls-Royce stand, there are 
examples of the same make on seven of the 
stands of various coachbuilders, and a remark- 
ably wide range of bodywork is thus on view. 


Singer. 

Various improvements have heen effected 
on the three Singer models. On che '' Junior” 
the track is rather wider, four-wheel brakes 
have been fitted, and the front springs are 
half elliptic. Equipment has been extended 
and bodywork is better. A saloon has been 
added to the range, and it is a remarkably 
fine production for the money. Many people 
will be persuaded to take up motoring fr the 
first time owing to the merit of the Singer 
Junior. On the Singer Senior there is a 
rather larger engine, the bore and stroke now 
being 69 and 105 mm. respectively, giving a 
rating of 11.9 h.p., which is a very useful 
power for all general purposes. he six- 
cylinder model has bore and 95 mm. 
stroke, so that the rating is only 14.76 h.p., 
and there are good judges of the trend of 
motor design who assert that engines of this 
type will enjoy a long spell of popularity. It 
is shown as a fabric-covered saloon, and it is 
a well-finished car. 


Dominion Rubber Company. 

The Dominion Rubber Company has an 
excellent display of Dominion Royal cord 
straight side and metric tyres; also a range 
of balloon tyres and Royal tubes. There 
are also examples of motor hood material. 
Keystone repair outfits, rainbow belting and 
insulating tape. The Dominion Royal cord 
covers are as well made as ever, and their 
distinctive tread is being retained on the 
new tyres. ú 


Overland. 


On the Overland and Willys-Knight stand 
there is a new model of the ‘* Whippet,” 
which was introduced as a four-cylinder car 
Jast year and is now to be produced as a six- 
cylinder in addition. The smaller model has 
sold well this year: for it is a medium- 
powered car of useful dimensions and dis- 


in buff and brown, with leather upholstery, 
and the new two-litre six-cylinder model is 
on view as a chassis ind a saloon. The latter 
has a bore and stroke of 65 mm. and 101.0 
mm. respectively, giving it an actual rating 
of 15.7 h.p., with overhead valves, pump 
water circulation, pressure engine lubrication 
and automatic lubrication of gear box and 
clutch from the engine. Ignition is by 
battery and coil, be the clutch has three 
plates, with cork insertions. All the bodies 
are by the exhibitors, and Rover workmanship 
is at its best, both in coachwork and 
mechanism, in the 1928 models. 


Vacuum Oil Company. 

Exhaustive information is available at the 
stand of the Vacuum Oil Company with 
regard to the correct grades of Gargoyle 
Mobiloil, Mobiloil for summer and winter 
lubrication of motor cars, and a chart has 
been prepared showing these details for all 
models from 1924 to. 1927. The chart 
specifies the grades recommended for the 
engine, gear box and back axle. There are 
also cans of Mobiloil, and drums and bar- 
rels, as well as a can cabinet, and a clip 
for securely carrying a quart can of Mobiloil. 


Peugeot. 

The Peugeot exhibit consists of five cars, 
ranging from the tiny 7/12 h.p. four- 
cvlinder to the 15.7 h.p. six-cylinder model. 
The former is shown as a cabriolet, with 
dickey for two passengers, and as a saloon 
type all-weather four-seater. This little car 
As one of the smallest in the show, if not 
actually the smallest, as the actual rating 
is but 6.4 h.p., but its sturdy engine has 
already proved itself capable of carrying 
four passengers with rematkable ease, con- 
sidering its. diminutive size. The 11/25 h.p. 
model is on view as a saloon, and the 15.7 
h.p, six-cylinder is also exhibited with the 
same form bodywork. The former has a 
rating of 104 h.p., and the latter of the 
power indicated by its description. Peugeot 


i successes date back to 1895. when the race 


from Paris to Bordeaux and back was won 
on a car of 3} h.p., and the present models 
are the result of many years’ experience in 
motor car engineering. 


Goodyear Tyre and Rubber Co. 


The ‘‘ All-weather ” tread needs no intro- 
duction to motorists who appreciate the 
merits of the familiar diamond pattern 
covers, They are shown on the stand of 
the Goodyear Tyre and Rubber Company, 
and include balloon covers for well- i 
straight side, and beaded edge rims, as well 
as high pressure covers for straight side and 
beaded edge rims. There is also the Good- 
year 27.40in. ‘‘ Pathfinder’’ for well-base 
rims, and the 30 x Shin. beaded edge '' Path- 
finder cover. Fan belts. tyre paint, radia- 
tor hose, and Goodyear rubber mallets com- 
plete the display. 


Chevrolet. 

The 1928 Chevrolet bears little resem- 
blance to any of the former models. It is 
a new car, both as regards mechanism and 
bodywork. The most noticeable change is 
that it presents a much lower outline than 
the previous cars, and it is of more graceful 
appearance. The lower build has been 
cecured by underslinging the suspension. 
The engine is of 21.7 h.p., with four 
cylinders, and a detachable head. The 
valves are of the overhead variety, operated 
by pushrods. The carnkshaft has three 
bearings, and the clutch is of the single 
late type. It is shown as a saloon with 
our doors, as a sport: cabriolet, and an 
open five-seated touring car. Brakes are on 
the rear wheels, foot contracting and hand 
expanding.

QUESTION OF. SOLICITORS’ 
"LIABILITY. 


BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA. 

Jud : ent was delivered in a case of Burke 
v. Beatty and others, which raised the point 
as to the liability of a solicitor to repay a 
sum for costs paid to him by a third party on 
foot of a judgment which subsequently had 

set aside. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course of his 
judgment, said that in March, 1926, an action 
was brought by Mrs. Burke against Bernard 
White, who was a client of Messrs. Vincent 
and Beatty for a declaration in connection 
with a right-of-way claimed by her. The 
process was brought before the Circuit judge, 
who dismissed the action, with costs amount- 
ing to £39 4s. 11d. Mrs. Burke served notice 
of appeal, and, under threat of distraint by 
Messrs. Vincent and Beatty upon her goods, 
her solicitor, Mr. Lore, paid the full amount 
of costs, which had n taxed upon foot of 
the judgment, amounting to £39 4s. lid. The 
case then followed the usual course of appeal 
from the Circuit judge, and came for heari 
before the Commissioners, who were phaser 
specially to deal with the arrears of appeals. 
The Commissioners reversed the judgment of 
the Circuit iná e and allowed the appeal, 
giving Mrs. Burke a decree in the form of a 
special declaration, with costs of the action 
both in the Court below and in the Court of 


Appeal.

The law 
with reference to the receipt of money which 
was due under legal process was that so long 
as the legal process or judgment stood it 
could not be recovered, but only so long as 
this state of facts existed, and once the judg- 
ment had been set aside the person who had 
received the money on the strength of it was 
bound to repay it.

IMPORTANT LICENSING 
JUDGMENT. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Judgment was detivered in the case of the 
Attorney-General (Martin) v. Clones District 
Justice, which had been argued last sittings,

‘THE WHOLE TOWN’S ~ 
TALKING.” 


There wes: rather a house at the 
Gaiety Theatre last night for the first per- 
formance in Dublin of ‘‘ The Whole Town's 
Talking,” but it will be surprising if the 
ood reports of last night's enjoyment do 
not créwd the theatre for the rest of the 
week. The play, which was written by 
Anita Loos and John Emerson, is a wildly 
farcical comedy of the English Midlands, 
The first act moves slowly, but the second 
grows exciting, and the third culminates in 
a tremendous fight in the dark, that is only 
less funny than the discovery made when 
the lights are switched on once more, . 

Chester Binney (played by Guy Vivian) 
is the leading character—a arsa 
creature whose greatest adventure has been 
a week's trip to Blackpool years before. 
His senior basiness partner, Henry Simmons 
played by Stanley Browne) is as fat as he 
is thin, and as enterprising as he is bashful. 
Henry’s efforts to give Binney a lurid past, 
whereby to. win the admiration of his 
daughter, Ethe! Simmons, are taken all too 
seriously, for the ‘‘cinéma star” with 
whom he is alleged to have had an 
“affair ” arfives in person on the scene, 
together with her jealous, Wild West lover. 
Henry's own secrets also come to light, but 
it would baffle a lawyer to untangle the 
rapidly twisting complication that ensue. 
It is fare of the lightest, and highly modern, 
from the satire on moneyed vulgarity that 
is personified in Henry to the extravagant 
magnificence of the ' cinema star” (played 
by Theo Cotterill), and the quite pretty 
touches added by Betty Chalmers, as Ethel, 
and her girl friends. 

Some of the acting was a little too loud; 
but criticism would wasted on what made 
no more ambitious endgavour than the 
highly successful one to keep the audience 
roaring.

THEATRE ROYAL. 


One would expect to find more of French 

flavour in the revue ‘‘ Moulin Rouge’’ than 
actually characterised the production of that 
piece last evening at the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin.

ABBEY THEATRE. 

It is so long since ‘‘Look at the Heffernans!’’ 
has been heard at the Abbey Theatre that 
Mr. Brinsley McNamara’s rollicking three-act 
comedy seemed quite fresh last night. It 
brought a filled auditorium, and everyone 
seemed to be happy, not least so the players 
on the stage, who carried the piece through 
with great custo. 

The auther in this play has conceived a 
marriage tangle as delightful as it is com- 
plicated, Good stage craftsmanship maintains to 
the end the unceitainty as to what is about 
to happen. In the County Meath (on the 
stage at all events) getting married is quite 
a funny business; the dramatist leaves his 
audience with the thought that in the real 
County Meath it is a transaction as  un- 
romantic as the selling of a bullock.

ADDRESS BY LORD 
GLENAVY. 


. on 


Lord Glenavy, moving the adoption of the 
54th annual report of the St. Georges 
Sarge Young Men's Christian Association 
last night, said that they were living in very 
criti timés for the faith to which they 
were attached and devoted. They were uo 
longer part of the great established Church 
of Great Britain, but they were in as 
with it, and their doctrines and beliets 
largely harmonised with those of the Church 
of England. They could not but feel that 
that great established Church was passing 
through a very anxious and trying time. . 

In those days doubt and difficulty inevit- 
ably filled their minds on religious matters. 
They found that even the very fundamental 
beliefs that they were taught in childhood 
were now being threatened, and that the 
opinions of even very prominent clergymen 
were changed with remarkable rapidity on 
the great questions of the creation of the 
world and the inspiration cf the Bible. 
When they had those questions troubling the 
great people of Great Britain a reaction to 
some extent at least must be felt among 
Church people of the Free State. 

A BITTER CONTROVERSY. | 

There were indications in Great Britain 
to-day, hé feared, that a very bitter and 
prolonged controversy was going to be raised 
over doctrinal matters, and over, particularly, 
the question of the revision of the Book ot 
Common Prayer. By reason of the fact that 
the English Church was established the 
question ultimately would have to be solved 
not by the Church itself, but by the British 
Parliament. In that respect the members of 
the Churcli of Ireland, he thought, might, at 
least, claim that they had benefited by dis- 
establishment, because those problems were 
solved by themselves in their synods. (Hear, 
hear. ) They were: solved, not in assemblies 
composed of members having a variety of 
creeds and doctrines, such as the House of 
Commons and House of Lords, but by repre- 
sentatives of their clergy and laity. That 
was all to the good. 

The question of the revision. of the Book 
of Common Prayer had been settled in their 
own General Synod with very little friction, 
and with almost unanimous consent and 
good-will. It was an important thing for the 
inembers of the Association to debate such 
matters at their meetings, and it was 
especially desirable for those who ambitioned 
to serve the Church to turn their minds more 
yarticularly ta study its finances. The 

epresentative Body had issued an interest: 
ing statement showing all the. funds of the 
Church, where they came from, what they 
amounted to, how they were disposed of, and 
how the whole svstem was organised, 

FREE STATE PROBLEMS, 

They were faced to-day in the Free State 
with different social and economic problems, 
and he thought that all should try to see 
what light and assistanee they could bring 
to the common stock of knowledge in ne 
to those matters. They had now to look 
after these things themselves, and theirs 
was the responsibility. It was, therefore, up 
to every good citizen to contribute to the 
common stock of knowledge. He made a 
very strong appeal to both men and women 
not to shirk their civic duties. Many of them 
were frequently called on to serve as jurors, 
and the majority of them had an opportunity 
of recording their votes at the elections, and 
he hoped thai no personal inconvenience 
would prevent them frees discharging those 
duties, 

If the obligation of serving on juries were 
carried out loyally by every citizen the work 
would be comparatively light. At the same 
time they would strengthen the administra- 
tion of justice, and they would be playing 
their part in vindicating and upholding the 
majesty of the law in their country. He 
thought that it was a dereliction of duty, not 
to say anything of an act of cowardice, to 
abstain from recording their votes si 
elections. (Hear, hear.) 

heir desire was to live on terms of 
harmony and good-will with one another in 
the Free State, and their prpeee should be 
a common one—to try to advance the fortunes 
of their young country. They could not do 
that better than by fostering and encouraging 
the spirit of fellowship and good-will among 
all classes and creeds. He i that. they 
would take those suggestions in good part, 
and at the same time take them to heart. 
(Applause. ) 

A MATTER FOR REGRET. 

The older he got the more he regretted all 
the days he had spent in fighting controver- 
sial questions. He wished he had spent more 
of his life in finding out the things on which 
he and his neighbours were in accord. Those 
matters of controversy would not last, but 
what would remain was that common Chris- 
tian charity and love of one another by 
neighbours. (Applause.) 

Congratulating the Association on its con- 
tinuity of work for 54 years, he said that it 
spoke largely in praise of their Hon. Secre- 
tary (Mr. Murphy), and the fact that the 
Association held up its head so well during 
the last five or six di years was, he felt 
sure, largely attributable to him. Applause.) 

Canon Thompson, seconding the motion, 
said that when they recalled the services 
which Lord Glenavy had rendered to Ireland 
and to the Church of Ireland, and when he 
spoke as he had spoken that nicht, his words 
ought to carry great weight. (Hear, hear.) 

The report was adopted, and the cordial 
thanks of the audience were conveyed by the 
Chairman (the Rev. H. G. Forde) to Lord 
Glenavy and Canon Thompson for their 
addresses.

T. Harrison. Tea was provided by a 
number of lady friends of the Association.

EEL FISHING IN THE 
NORTH. 


GOVERNMENT INQUIRY 
OPENED. 


In response to representations made by the 
Boards of Conservators at Coleraine and 
Enniskillen, Mr. W. Crone, M.B.E., a prin- 
cipal officer of the Ministry of Commerce, at- 
tended at the Antrim Courthouse yesterday, 
and opened a public inquiry into the present 
times and methods of eel fishing in Northern 
Ireland. 
Messrs. G Steven and W. Duff, of the Minis- 
try. Mr. Samuel Cummings (Messrs, John K. 
Curry and Son) appeared for the Coleraire 
Board of Fishery Conservators; Mr. T S. 
Harbison, M.P., for the fishermen of hoth 
sides of the lough, and Mr. L. R. Hastings 
for the Toome Eel Fishery Company. 

Mr. Harbison said that the Toome Fel 
Fishing Company claimed to have the exclu- 
sive right of fishing for eels in Lough Neagh. 

Mr Andrew King, inspector of fisheries to 
the Coleraine Board of Conservators, gave 
evidence that he came to Toomebridge in 
1892. At that time, and for a good number 
of years after, there was very little line fish- 
ing for eels. There was very Jittle line fishing 
up till 1914. At first when the line fishing 
a gn” the hooks were baited with cut 

en. 

Eel fishing in the Coleraine district had been 
declining year after year for the past ten 
years, notwithstanding that over half a 
million elver had been put into the lough. 
Line fishing was not only destructive to eel 
fishing of the district, but to the pollen and 
trout fisheries. ' 

In reply to Mr. Steven, witness said that 
there would be from 1,500 to 2,000 hooks on 
& une. 

Replying to Mr. Harbison, witness said that 

e was not a practical fisherman. There was 
an average of 140 tons of eels taken out each 
year, 

Mr. A; Carr said that he had been connected 
with the fishing industry for fifty years. In 
Lo Neagh there were a number of ‘‘ canni- 
bal "" eels and pike which ate these fry. He 
agreed that the shortage of silver eels in 
Lough Neagh was due to the fact that elvers 
were not now going up into the lough. 

Mr. Ellis, J.P... managing director of the 
Toome Eel Fisheries. said that he had a long 
experiénce in the fishing industry, and that 
he had no recollection of a serious diminution 
uf silver eels before

Of Adrian Stokes himself, what should they 
say, Standing, as they did, in the shadow cast 
by his early death in the heyday of his man- 
hood and the noontide of his wonderful 
beneficent career? Trained in the Meath Hos- 
pital in clinical medi¢ine and surgery, and

OPPOSITION IN THE NORTH. . 


Local 


HE apathy of the great: mass of the 
electorate in Northern Ireland is 
causing serious concern to the Unionist 
political leaders, and the fiery torch is 
being sent around to awaken their 
followers to a sense of dúty. . Public 
interest in the proceedings of Parliament 
is fading, and it is only when Lord 
Craigavon has -somethmig “important 
to say—which is infrequent: at present— 
or when the Nationalist chief makes one 
of his*picturesque speeches,’ that the rate- 
payers give any heed to what is happen- 
ing. People read, smile and pass on 
their accustomed way, and when the poll- 
ing day arrives most of them stay at 
home. , 

At a meeting of Belfast Unionists 
during the week-end the Right Hon. 
Thomas Moles, Chairman oí Ways and 
Means in the Northern Parliament, drew 
attention to this strange indifference to 
vital matters, not only in the Six 
Counties, but also in Great Britain. He 
pointed out that in municipal affairs only 
about four people out of every ten went 
to the poll, with the result that Socialists, 
who were in a hopeless minority, but 
active and vigorous, frequently dominated 
the whole position. Mr. Moles is quite 
right, but the danger to the Northern 
province lies not so much in the menace 
of Socialism as in the internal dissensions 
which are rending the whole Unionist 
fabric, and creating discontent and that 
very apathy which is so much deplored. 

The Unionist Party no longer presents 
that solid phalanx to its opponents that 
it presented a few years ago. Its ranks 
were impenetrable then when danger 
threatened, but now there are several 
sections within the camp, with sharply- 
contrasting interests, each‘ pursuing its 
own schemes with no thought of co-ordina- 
tion or conciliation, and with but little 
idea of offering service on behalf of the 
people as a whole 


RETURNING TO THE FOLD. 


The . Nationalist members of the 
Northern Parliament are gradually re- 
turning to the official fold, and before 
long there should be a full muster of the 
Opposition in the House of Commons, 
with the exception of the two Republicans, 
Mr. de Valera and Mr. E. Donnelly, for 
whose presence no one seems to be parti- 
cularly anxious. Mr. T. J. 8. Harbison, 
who represents East Tyrone, is expected 
to take his seat early this week, and his 
example will probably be followed by 
several others. With their advent, Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, the Nationalist member 
for West Belfast, will automatically 
become the Leader of the Opposition, as 
his party will be the strongest of the 
various groups, which comprise ten 
Nationalists, four Independent Unionists, 
three Labour, two. Republicans and one 
Farmer, a total of twenty as compared 
with thirty-two Government members. 
From: these figures it will be seen that 
the danger to the Government through a 
split in the Unionist ranks is not 
altogether an illusory one. 

Notwithstanding Lord. Craigavon’s 
grave warnings the local option campaign 
is proceeding apace, and demonstrations 
in its favour are to be held at various 
centres throughout the province, the first 
of which will take place at Ballymoney 
to-morrow night. With proportional 
representation abolished and  single- 
member constituencies established, it 
quite possible that in three-cornered fights 
a Nationalist or a Socialist may slip in 
and capture the bone while the official 
Unionist and the local optionist are 
snarling over the shadow. 

The organised licensed trade vote will, 
of course, be cast in their own interests, 
as was done before, to regain their ‘ost 
privileges, and it may well turn the scale. 
One never knows what may happen in an 
atmosphere of strife, jealousy and sel f- 
seeking which seems imminent, but 't 
would be really too comical to see Mr. 
Devlin and his Nationalist colleagues 
lording it in the seats of the mighty at 
Stormont Castle, the Prime Minister's 
official residence, through the crass 
stupidity and wanton, blundering uf 
divided and warring Unionists over an 
age-long problem which can never be 
solved by legislation. Stranger things 
have happered. 


UNFULFILLED PROPHECY. 


The housing problem in Belfast is still 
causing a good deal of concern to the 
authorities, and the Government has de- 
cided to encourage the building of small 
dwellings suitable for the working classes, 
by offering a subsidy of £100 per house, in 
addition to the £40 granted by the Cor- 
poration. The visitor to Belfast seldom 
sees the seamy side of city life; for the 
slum areas are hidden away in back streets 
and alleys, where the very poor exist 
amidst unhappy and undesirable environ- 
ments. With wise government these 
places should be gradually cleared away. 
Already Belfast has done a good deal in 
that connection. Money spent on such 
schemes gives a rich return in increased 
health and moral tone, as well as in a 
reduction of criminal offences ; for, as Mr. 
Vevlin said in the House of Commons the 
other day, the root of all evil is in bad 
housing. : | 
The design of the proposed houses is 
generally admitted to be superior to 
former types of a similar ‘size, but. the 
Socialists, who always want something for 
nothing, are clamouring for larger rooms 
and gardens, impossible to provide at a 
rent suitable for the worker. Economic 
conditions cannot be strained too much, 
and the State is bearing its share of the 
burden. Fears are expressed in many 
quarters that, with the coming of de- 
control in a year or so, the tenants will be 
victimised by the landlords, who contend 
that they are entitled to increased rents 
under present conditions. .. Several years 
ago the Minister of Home Affairs, in de- 
fending his policy, stated that there 
would be ample houses for all when rent 
restrictions were. removed, but his 
has not been fulfilled. Many

méthidds afe held ‘to be justified only as a 
temporary.measure to replace an elected 
Corrupt or inefficient body. In a demo- 
cratic age no one wants to be governed by 
an autocratic power, and it would be 
strange if Belfast could not find within 
her borders dozens of high-minded men 
with administrative ability. 

The policy of drift and neglect has been 
allowed to continue too long, but, there 
is still time to reorganise affairs and 
place them on a sound basis if the right 
steps are taken. The departmental report 
points to one of the ways. It is possible 
even yet to ensure economic and efficient 
administration by reconstruction from 
within, but the old evil influences will 
have to be abolished without the slightest 
consideration for personal interests. Slip- 
shod methods will require to be discarded, 
and the position of officials strengthened 
under proper supervision to enable them 
to carry out their duties. There are or- 
ganised means elsewhere for securing the 
betterment of public administration, and 
the Lord Mayor, who, undoubtedly, has 
the best interests of the city at heart, 
might find it beneficial to get into touch 
with the Institute of Public Administra- 
tion, London, an organisation peculiarly 
fitted to deal with civic problems. A con- 
ference between the various civic groups 
would also be of value. 


THE FREMIER’S DREAM. 


The question of the Belfast-London 
mails is still cropping up from time to 
time, and it is now suggested that 
Killough Harbour, on the County Down 
coast, should be dredged, and a steamship 
service established between it and Holy- 
head, so as to realise the Premier's dream 
of what he described as an “All-Red 
Route.”” Notwithstanding the proved 
superiority of the Belfast-Kingstown 
route, there are still people up here who 
advance sham patriotic reasons for object- 
ing to Northern letters being sent through 
the Free State; but their numbers are 
decreasing, as business men realise the 
advantages of the Southern route. It 
would probably take over a quarter of a 
million pounds to deepen and repair the 
harbour and make it a suitable terminal 
port for mails, goods and passengers, and 
even then its supposed pre-eminence might 
not be worth while. The value of Killongh. 
however, as a fishing centre is beyond 
question, and Scottish fishery experts have 
commended it. 

Ardglass is exposed, and too small for 
a large fleet; but for a reasonable ex- 
penditure Killough Harbour could be 
made one of the finest fishery stations in 
the United Kingdom. For many years 
the project has engaged the attention of 
the authorities, and the Imperial Govern- 
ment was interested in it; but with the 
outbreak of war hopes for its completion 
vanished. Official inspections have been 
made, and the harbour has been offered 
by the owndrs to the Government at a 
merely nominal sum on condition that it 
be developed ; but so far nothing has been 
done. Vast sums are being spent on 
palatial buildings to house our little 
Parliament, and money is poured out like 
water in relief schemes. The expansion 
of Killough would provide work for some 
hundreds of unemployed, and prove of 
national benefit; but official bodies are 
not to be hurried. 


CENTURIES-OLD GRIEVANCE. 


As foreshadowed in this column last 
week, the grievances of the Lough Neagh 
fishermen were brought before the Northern 
House of Commons in the form of a ques- 
tion by Mr. Devlin, who asked if the 
Government intended to introduce legis- 
lation to restore the rights of the fisher- 
men. The answer, as anticipated, was in 
the negative, the reason given being that 
no question could be raised as to the 
validity of the decision of the Law Lords 


fof the House of Lords, which was against 


the fishermen’s claim. However, the 
Minister of Commerce promised to invite 
a conference of all interests concerned 
with a view to a satisfactory settlement. 
This question has created extraordinary 
interest throughout the province, and 
public men of all shades of political 
thought have joined in the movement to 
support the fishermen. It is felt that an 
injustice was done to the industry in the 
long ago, and it is hoped that something 
may transpire to place it on a more satis- 
factory basis. The Government is sym- 
pathetic, but in such a matter its powers 
are limited. The vested interests in the 
fishery sre very valuable, and, no matter 
how. they originated hundreds of years 
ago, they cannot now be interfered with. 
Nationalisation of the industry is also out 
of the question, as a vast sum would be 
required for compensation. The only 
prospect of a solution seems to be through 
conciliation, and, failing that, an effort 
will probably be made to have the case 
re-opened and brought once more before 
the courts.

POST OFBICE.

KEEPING TO ORIGINAL PLANS. 

In the rebuilding the architects of the 
Board of Works have been meticulously 
careful to. preserve the characteristics of 
Gandon's masterpiece, which 
described as “ one of the, noblest = 
of its class and age in Euro Luckily the 
statuary and wealth of architectural orna- 
ment, for which the structure was noted, 
suffered no permanent damage in the con- 
flagration, and they still stand. The finely 
chiselled stone-work of the parapet balustrad- 
ing, which was badly smashed up, has been 
replaced exactly as it was before the destruc- 
tion, and the great dome, one of the land- 
marks of Dublin, is -being rebuilt to the 
original plan. 

or the first time for very many years 
the building is now being put to the use for 
wh:ch it was erected, that of a Customs 
house. With the new duties on so many 
imported articles the Customs has grown to 

an important service, which is now 
operated from the reconstructed wine. 
Offices in the completed block are also 
occupied by the old age pensions, the mental 
hospitals and the betting taxation and 
insurance branches of the Department of 
Local Government. The reconditioning of the 
building is arranged so that each section in 


its turn is first completed ready for occupa- 


tion, and in this way the work goes on. 
Most of the cut stone used is from the 
quarries at -Ardbracken, near Navan, with 
facings of Kerry stone and Kilkenny marble. 
All the ironwork for the balustrade was made 
in Dublin. 


THE GENERAL POST OFFICE. 

As far as can be seen it is hardly likely 
that the rebuilt General Post Office in Sack- 
ville street will be ready for use as a public post 
office this Christmas. The new construction 
covers so much ground, in addition to that 
on which the old post office stood, that 
appreciable progress is hardly noticeable. 

he work, esp y on the front block, is 
going on steadily all the same. Possibly 
with the laudable object of securing revenue 
from the letting of the shops on the ground 
floor the Henry street side of the building 
was undertaken first. Running for some two 
hundred feet from Sackville street this block 
is as fine a range of building as can be seen 
anywhere, and it has been carried out in 
complete harmony with the noble architec- 
tural simplicity of Johnston's original work. 
All the shops, with the exception of one, still 
in the joiners’ hands, are occupied. 


THE FOUR COURTS. 

At the Four Courts the outer shell has 
been rebuilt, and the workmen are busy on 
the fitting up of the interior. This is, of 
course, a tedious job, and it will be a ‘long 
time yet before the whole of the edifice is 
ready for use. Some of the offices are, how- 
ever, completed. 

The only happening in regard to the re- 
building of the destroyed area in Upper 
Sackville street is the rapid progress that is 
being made with the imposing structure 
erected on the site of the Hamman Hotel. 
This, we are informed, will be used as offices. 


EX-BRITISH SOLDIER’S 
MYSTERIOUS FATE. 


SKELETON FOUND IN BOG IN 
COUNTY CORK. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Monday. 
The -body of 4 man which was found in a 
bog near Midleton, Co. Cork, on Saturday, 
was to-day identified as that of John i 
Walsh, a former member oí the British Army, 
who wr rey in June, 1920. Identification 
was established by Mrs. Morrison, a resident 
of Midleton, who declared that portion of the 
clothing attached to the body corresponded 
with the suit worn by her nephew af#the 
time of his disappearance seven years ago. 

This is virtually the only means by which 
the remains can be recognised, as the body is 
little more than a skeleton. 

The remains, which were found by Edward 
Moore, Ahanesk, Midleton, were buried less 
than a foot below the surface, and, although 
they have been examined by Dr. O’Brien, dis- 
pensary doctor for the istrict, it is not 
anticipated that much further light can be 
thrown on the mystery. 

Walsh, who was FH years of age, resided 
in Midleton, and was in the British Army 
Reserve. 

An inquest will be held in Midleton to- 
morrow.

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CIVIC WEEK SALON 
PHOTOGRAPHY. 


DINNER BY THE DIRECTOR 
AND COMMITTEE. 


A very representative gathering was present 
at the dinner given by the Director and Com- 
mittee of the Irish Salon of Photography at 
Clery’s Restaurant, Dublin, last night. 

In proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Irish Free 
State,” the Chairman, Mr. W. Harding;

DUBLIN'S EXAMPLE TO THE 
: IRELAND. 

In acknowledging the toast, Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney, Minister for Justice; said that he 
valued the high honour of being asked to 
respond to such a toast in that company. 
There were many phases of Irish life to which 
he might allude in speaking to such a com- 
prehensive toast, but there was one, naturally, 
which came uppermost in his mind, because 
of the circumstances which had brought them 
there. He considered that that gathering was 
an echo of Civic Week, which had been such 
a success in the City of Dublin. When he 
came to think of the future of the country 
and what: might make for its prosperity, he 
first sought to ascertain what energy the 
citizens would display in making their 
country what it ought to be. The promoters 
of Civic Week in Dublin had given a very 
fine example to the rest of the country.

READING AMATEURS’ 
ENTERPRISE. 


“The Flower Garden: a country comedy, 
played by the people of Reading in their own 
county.” is. the announcement outside a 
Reading cinema. It is a two-reel picture, 
and has not a studio scene in its 2,000 feet 
of film. Within a period of two months the 
enthusiastic members of the Reading Amateur 
Dramatic Seciety made the picture, 

A dozen, or so, amateur actors and 
actresses played the parts. A clergyman filled 
the réle of a publican. A flower show was 
‘built’ and stacked with real flowers and 
fruit. A hundred supers worked as a 
‘“‘erowd.”’ ‘‘Shots’’ were taken at Reading, 
Henley, and beauty spots in the Thames 
valley. The only professional film man en- 
gaged in the project was Mr. Edward G. 
Tong, the photographer, and to him is due 
greet praise for achieving such excellent 
photographic results. Mr. E. C. Browne, 
who wrote the erenario, and who has been 
producing plays for the Society for about 
eight years, is employed by the Great 
Western Railway Co. at Reading. The en- 
tire cost of making the film was borne by the 
artists, none of whom had ever taken part in 
a film before. 

The clergyman, who took the part of the 
innkeeper in the film, is the Rev. W. B.

IN DONEGAL.

EXHIBITION IN LONDON. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

An exhibition of Irish embroidery is being 
held this week at the Irish Literary Society's 

remises, Windsor House, Victoria street. 

here are many examples of beautiful work 

in the form of shawls, embroidered in silks 
of all colours. They are shown by Mrs. 
Kiersey, of the Tyrconnel Hand-embroidery 
Industry. Every three or four months she 
crosses to England from Mount Charles, Co. 
agai bringing wonderful shawls and table 
inen. 

“We get the materials from France,” she 
stated to-day. ‘‘ Then they are distributed to 
the peasants, together with the embroidery 
silks, and they are able to turn out these 
magnificent shawls inside a fortnight. Most 
of the women are very poor, and they have to 
do something to supplement their earnings 
and those of their husbands. 

““ There are generations of tradition behind 
this work. The women grow up with the 
instinct for it—they rarely have to be taught. 
In Donegal you see them sitting on the hills 
minding the cows and doing this fine embroi- 
dery. They sit for hours in this manner. We 
have a thousand such women on our books, 
but, unfortunately, we have not enough work 
to keep them busy. That is why I come to 
England to try and get the industry known. 
It is one of the oldest in Donegal. A number 
of the large London stores buy our embroi- 
dery. Shawls and table linen are by no means 
the only things made by the peasants. They 
also make fine lingerie, babies’ clothing, 
knitted wear, and the new sleeveless waist- 
coats for women, the latter being made in 
a fine tweed material.’’

A Balkan Danger. 


The assassination of Tsena Beg Kryeziu, 
Minister to Yugo-Slavia and 
Czecho-Slovakia, has caused alarm in 
Central and South-Eastern Europe. 
Political murders are fairly frequent in 
that part of the world; but the crime of 
Serajevo has net yet been forgotten, and 
the awful consequences of that mad act are 
responsible for the nervousness that has 
been provoked by last Friday’s outrage at 
Tsena Beg was,a friend of the 
Southern Slavs, and his 
the Albanian authorities was 
sparingly to prevent the alliance with 
Italy, which amounted to the declaration 
of an Italian protectorate over the little 
Balkan Republic. Balkan politicians 
have a short way with their opponents. 
An Albanian student seems to have 
been fired with enthusiasm for the Fascist 
State during his stay in the Italian 
capital, and when he learnt that Tsena 
Beg Kryeziu was opposed to Albania’s 
partnership with Signor Mussolini he de- 
cided—spontaneously or in pursuit of the 
policy of some secret society—to get rid 
of the obnoxious Minister. He made no 
attempt to conceal his guilt, and, when 
he had shot the Minister dead, calmly 
handed his revolver and his passport to 
the police. The Belgrade newspapers de- 
clare boldly that the crime was committed

at Italy’s instigation, and the relations 
between the two Adriatic rivals have been 
strained severely. 

This most unfortunate affair 
plicated by the fact that the murder was 
committed in Czecho-Slovakia. Of all the 
States that sprang out of the ruins of the 
Dual Monarchy Czecho-Slovakia is by far 
the most stable and most efficiently con- 
ducted, and her friends will 
sympathise deeply with President Masaryk, 
the fine old statesman whose efforts during 
the war brought the new State into being. 
In a notable book, published to-day, 
President Masaryk tells the story of his 
country’s resurrection, When the war »roke 
out there were scarcely a hundred people 
in Western Europe who ever had heard 
of Czecho-Slovakia. Students of history 
remembered the name of John Hus and 
the Battle of the White Mountain, but 
the average man was completely ignorant 
of Bohemia's fortunes, and when an elderly 
professor from Prague arrived in the 
Allied capitals in the winter of 1914, 
preaching the gospel of Czecho-Slovak 
nationality, he was regarded merely as 
one of the many “cranks” who were 
seeking to turn Europe's travail to their 
own advantage. The sincerity of the man, 
however, added to the persistence of his 
Pro- 
in 


many 


propaganda, had its ultimate effect. 
fessor Masaryk, succeeded 
re-creating his native State, and his work 
was done when the whole world marvelled 
at the epic deeds of the Czecho-Slovak 
prisoners of war in Russia, who marched 
from the Caucasus to the shores of the 
Yellow Sea, fighting as they went against 
the Bolsheviks. 

Under the wise guidance of the Presi- 
dent and his brilliant Foreign Secretary, 
Dr. Benes, Uzecho-Slovakia has begun to 
‘exert a marked influence upon continental 
affairs. The Albanian Minister's murder 
is bound to have ill effects on the 
country’s welfare; for, no matter how 
frev a nation may be from guilt in matters 
of this kind, the mere fact that such a 
murder is committed in its territory gives 
its enemies a chance to malign it. 
Fortunately, Czecho-Slovakia is on the 
best possible terms with Yugo-Slavia, her 
principal partner in the Little Entente, 
and the Belgrade Government is not likely 
to blame her for the crime of a fanatical 
student. Nevertheless, the Prague 
assassination may have ugly complica- 
tions. Signor Mussolini is not the man 
to keep quiet under the open charges 
that are being made in Yugo-Slavia 
against his Government, and the situation 
in Albania is so delicate that the least 
shock may cause an upheaval in the 
Balkans. The League of Nations is 
powerless. The Italian Premier snaps his 
fingers at Geneva, and, after the Corfu

The Growth of Canada. 


It is when civilisation is ripe that men 
sit down to write the story of its be- 
ginnings, and they can but draw on 
legends and give us at best an Afneid. 
In the ages of action no man has skill to 
tell the splendour of the things that are 
done—no man, perhaps, has the breadth 
of vision needful. There is the matter for 
as many epics in the history of the rise 
of the young nations of our age, but who 
can tell the story? The Royal Bank of 
Canada has sent forth to the world a book 
of statistics and photographs which gives 
us glimpses of that rapid uprise of the 
Canadian nation which has taken place 
chiefly in our own lifetime. Hereafter, 
no doubt, men will be thrilled by the 
poetic narrative of these years, although 
it depicts but vaguely that which tourists 
may see in actual being to-day. A hundred 
years ago the Canadian population was 
little over half a million. By the be- 
ginning of this century it had risen to 
five millions. Since then it has doubled. 
This prodigious rate of increase is likely 
to be maintained; for Canada, with an 
area larger than that of the United States, 
including Alaska, has less than 10 per 
large a population. Season 
by season the lumbering parties fare 
northward from the densely peopled cities 
that stud the line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, to the depth of a week’s journey 
into the wilderness; and there the forests 
are assailed with the axe, and huge rivers 
are littered with great trunks that are 
swept away like match-sticks. By aero- 
plane the desolate regions are explored. 
The rolling prairie is reaped by motor- 
driven machines which cut swathes that 
extend to the horizon ; and grain ports on 
the great lakes, with silos that tower along 
the water's edge like the sky-line of New 
York, export the garnered wheat to lands 
across the ocean. While vast reserves of 
natural wealth thus are the springs of 
Canadian progress, industrial expansion 
proceeds with parallel rapidity. Vast 
waterfalls provide power, and factories 
produce “newsprint ' paper, steel goods, 
textiles and other commodities, not for the 
native demand alone, but largely for con- 
sumption by the same lands that take 
Canada plays as 
exuberantly as she works. Her Rocky 
Mountains, with their sublime scenery, 
still are happy hunting grounds for 
shooters of big game, and everywhere her 
people enjoy winter sports in the Swiss 
fashion. Where all is activity and change, 
it may be that the contemplative part of 
life suffers. Canada, however, has univer- 
sities—situated in wonderful sites among 
wooded mountains, and provided with the 
best equipment that money can buy—in 
which a Canadian mind. is growing towards 
unity. It is interesting to observe, from 
the immigration tables set forth by the 
Koyal Bank of Canada, that, while 
Scottish emigration to Canada declined 
from nearly 18,000 in 1901 to less than 
16,000 in 1925, Irish emigration to Canada 
rose in the same period from just over 900 
to well over 9,000.

Sir Henry Robinson. 


The band of able and devoted men who, 
having ruled Ireland under the British 
régime, have lived to see most of their 
work undone—for better or worse—by 
self-government suffers a notable diminu- 


ion through the death of Sir Henry 


Robinson. His knowledge of the problems 
of local administration and of rural con- 
gestion and poverty was profound. He 
knew the Irish peasant’s character as few 
men have known it. He loved his country 
and worked earnestly for it, and his 
patriotism was only half-concealed by a 
certain cynicism in his outlook on public 
affairs. For a full generation Sir Henry 
Robinson was, perhaps, the most in- 
fluential citizen of Ireland. Chief 
Secretaries came and went—‘ transient 
and embarrassed phantoms,’’ as one of 
them said—but the Vice-President of the 
Local Government Board was the per- 
manent power behind the throne. He 
played the part of Chiron to every new 
Achilles—at least a score of them, and 
every one of them, as all soon discovered, 
with a vulnerable heel. A grand tour of 
Ireland, under Sir Henry's guidance, was 
for every new Chief Secretary a part of 
the ritual of government, and after that 
experience, made delightful by his guide's 
wit and information, every one of them, 
even the most suspicious Liberal, saw 
Irish affairs largely through Sir Henry’s 
eyes. It was a fortunate thing for Ireland 
that those eyes, despite their sometimes 
malicious twinkle, were so knowledgable 
and so kind. He lived, as we have said, 
to see most of his work undone. We 
wonder whether he lived also to see the 
end of the secular tradition of Irish 
humour. For him Ireland always was the 
Ireland of “ The Recollections of an Irish 
k.M.”” An, hour spent in his company 
was a too short re-entry to that time when 
landlord and parish priest, peasant and 
policeman, hated one another as politicians 
and loved one another as warm-hearted 
and humorous Irishmen. In those days 
the momentary unity of Ireland always 
could be achieved by a good joke at an 
English Chief Secretary’s expense. — It 
may be that the sense of humour and the 
power of wit will return with the return 
of ordered government. The Republicans 
seem to have become less gloomy since 
they entered the Ddil, and at times on 
Sunday the ancient aura flickered feebly, 
but hopefully, across the electoral scene 
at Carlow and Kilkenny. We think that, 
when Republican Ireland begins to laugh, 
Sir Henry Robinson's spirit will be well 
content.

The truth, of course, is that posterity. 


makes its choice without the slightest 
regard for the author’s intentions, and 
that from the time of Cadmus the secret 
of permanence in the written word has 
remained unsolved, A few. men, like 
Dante and Milton, certainly have known 
in their life-time that they would be 
immortal ; but of the majority of writers 
whom contemporary opinion regarded as 
immortal X very names have been 
forgotten. the other hand, many a 
man, writing hack-work in a hurry, and 
dismissing it from his thoughts when it 
had served -its occasional purpose, has 
staked an unwitting, but secure, claim on 
immortality. Mr. A. E. W. Mason, the 
novelist, speaking on this subject at ‘the 
dinner of the Printers’ Readers’ Pensions 
Committee, cited the case of Daniel Defoe. 
When Defoe, busy on political pamphlets 
and catchpenny lives of criminals, con- 
trived to interpolate “ Robinson Crusoe '' 
and ‘‘The Plague of London,’’ did he 
realise that they. would make him im- 
mortal? It is probable that he was 
wholly incurious in that matter. At about 
the same time a score of old sailors, 
venturers from Falmouth and Plymouth, 
were writing up their logs on the Spanish 
Main. It is certain, as Mr. Mason says, 
that they did not foresee that posterity 
would hail them as masters of the English 
language. Another man also, who, sitting 
in the wings of the Globe Theatre, wrote 
plays under pressure and touched up plays 
by other people—did he know that later 
ages would acclaim him as the very 
of English literature? These 
examples ought to teach caution to the 
superior critics. When they presume to 
discriminate between journalism and 


literature they are usurping posterity’s 
functions.

THE FREE STATE POST OFFICE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Your correspondent, C. G, Wisdom, 
appears to be strangely misinformed concern- 
ing the Saorstat Post Office, to judge by his 
letter of the 15th instant. He states :— 
‘‘Prior to the Treaty the postal service in 
the thirty-two counties was administered by 
one Secretary. After the Treaty, when this 
territory was reduced to twenty-six, the ad- 
ministration was increased by the addition of 
a Minister for Posts and Telegraphs. Are 
we to infer from this that he suggests that we 
should have had no one in control of the 
postal service in the Saorstat, or that it 
should be controlled from Belfast or London? 

The recent appointment of a Parliamentary 
Secretary to this Department does not mean, 
as the last paragraph of his letter implies, an 
increase in the cost of the administration of 
the postal service, but rather the reverse— 
that, instead of a Minister at £1,700 a year, 
the spokesman in the Dail for that Depart- 
ment will be a Parliamentary Secretary at 
£1,200 a year. This is, of course, obvious. | 
merely draw attention to the matter lest the 
letter of your correspondent might mislead 
people who are not conversant with the nature 
of the change that has been made.—Yours, 
etc., P. 8.

BRITISH ARMY 
CHANGES. 


MANY ALREADY PUT INTO 
EFFECT. 

The postponement of the visit to India of 
the Secretary for War in order that he may 
reply to critics of the new scheme of Army 
reorganisation when Parliament meets on 
November 8 does not imply, as many have 
supposed, that the scheme is not to be rut 
into operation before it has been discussed 
in the House of Commons, or before any 
authoritative statement of the reasons for it 
has been issued. 

The changes within the War Office, says 
The Times, originally announced for October 
1, were brought into effect yesterday. The 
Executive changes outside the War Office, 
according to the present intention of the 
Army Council, are expected to begin on 
January 1. These include the taking over of 
the repair and maintenance of all first line 
mechanised transport by the Army Ordnance 
Department instead of the Royal Army Ser- 
vice Corps. 

One of the two Directors of Artillery under 
the Master-General of the Ordnance at the 
War Office in future will be known as 
Director of Mechanisation, and a number of 
Royal Army Service Corps officers who are 
technical experts in mechanical transport 
have been transferred to his staff from that 
of the Quartermaster-General.

In the Council of Ministers, which met 
to-day, Signor Mussolini reviewed the 
international situation in Italy. He said 
that since the last meeting of the Council 
at the beginning of August perfect calm 
had prevailed throughout the country.’

The uneasiness which had affected 
certain classes of the community in 
virtually all countries as a result of 
post-war financial recovery had not been 
attended in Italy by-disturbances of the 
peace. Reports.to the contrary which 
had been spread abroad from time to time 
had found their best contradiction in the 
testimony of the thousands of foreigners 
who had been staying in Italy, especially 
in recent months. 


RESTRAINING UNEMPLOYMENT— 
AND HOLIDAYS. 

Steps had bean taken to prevent the 
number of unemployed exceeding a given 
figure. He noted with satisfaction that 
work in the fields had been intensified 
since his last speech. 

Signor Mussolini added that Fascism 
and the nation at large would shortly 
celebrate the fifth anniversary of the 
march on Rome. A number of works 
of public utility would be inaugurated on 
that occasion ; but, in order to avoid too 
many holidays, civil and religious, and 
too long an interruption of the nation’s 
activities, the anniversary of the march 
on Rome would be celebrated on Sunday, 
the 30th October, and the Italian victory 
in the Great War on the following 
Sunday. i 

All other celebrations, whether in the 
shape of anniversaries, centenaries or 
speeches, would be prohibited, so that the 
authorities migh! not be distracted in the 
execution of their tasks.

ROBINSON. 


A NOTED IRISH 
OFFICIAL. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 


We much regret to announce the death 
at Highmoor, Parkstone, Dorset, on 
Sunday of Sir Henry Augustus Robinson, 
Bart., K.C.B., who retired in 1922 from 
the Irish Local Government Board and 
went to live near London. He was in his 
seventieth year. 

Sir Henry Robinson occupied the office 
of Vice-President of the Local Govern- 
‘ment Board for Ireland from the time of 
the reconstruction of the local government 
system in this country, in 1898, to the 
abolition of the Board by the first Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State. Before suc- 
ceeding his father as a member of the 
Board he had been a Government servant, 
engaged from an early age in work that 
took him about the country and placed 
him in contact with the life of the small 
towns and rural districts—more par- 
ticularly in the West of Ireland—and as 
he added to an exceptional range of ex- 
perience a shrewd and humorous apprecia- 
tion of human nature as exhibited in 
Irish local life, he won the reputation of 
having a better understanding of “the 
real Ireland’’ than that possessed by any 
other administrator. 


HIS GREAT TASK. 

Having that reputation, Sir Henry 
Robinson for many years was chosen as 
the man to acquaint successive Chief 
Secretaries with the nature of the country 
and people for which they were taking 
responsibility. One after another he took 
them in hand, and in well-planned tours 
‘of representative districts showed them 
round Ireland. Although he _ belonged 
naturally to the old class of Irish 
Unionists, he served successive Govern- 
ments loyally, and was credited at large 
with a great way of getting his own will 
with them all. In the course of his career 
he knew, twenty Chief Secretaries and a 
host of Under-Secretaries. 

His biggest task was his part—under- 
stood to have been the chief part—in the 
drafting of the scheme embodied in the 
Local Government Act of 1898. In re- 
cognition of that performance and his 
work in setting up the new system he 
received the K.C.B. The baronetcy was 
not conferred till 1920, in which year the 


| local government system with which he 


was so completely associated was bearing 
the full brunt of the campaign directed 
against it by Sinn Fein, which regarded 
the dislocation of the system as one of the 
chief measures undertaken to paralyse 
British power in Ireland. When the 
Treaty was signed the Sinn Fein leaders 
found themselves committed to a more or 
less fully developed local government 
system of their own, and it was certain 
that the new arrangements would render 
impossible the continuance in service of 
the officials principally concerned in the 
“British administration. Nevertheless, Sir 
Henry Robinson, whose high personal 
standing was unquestioned, was asked to 
remain in office temporarily, and his re- 
tirement, which had been due at an earlier 
date, did not take place till late in 1922. 
EXTENSION OF FRANCHISE. 

In the result, Sir Henry Robinson’s 
work in the devising and working of the 
local government system established in 
1898 may be said to have been the pre- 
paration of the Irish democracy for the 
fuller measure of self-government which 
it now has to exercise. Extension of the 
franchise and the throwing open of 
‘membership of local governing bodies to 
people of all degrees brought about a big 
change in Irish public life. Some of the 
results were not quite what had been ex- 
pected ; but until a deliberate effort was 
made, as a fighting measure, to destroy 
the system, it showed no sign of breaking 
down, or even of being in any radical re- 
spect an unsuitable or defective system. 

LABOURERS’ HOUSING. 

Sir Henry Robinson’s name is associated 
also in public repute with a measure that 
had great economic results in the rural 
and semi-urban districts—-the Labourers’ 
Housing Act. In social legislation that 
measure has been one of the most im- 
portant in a century of the country’s 
nag The Act was administered by 
the Local Government Board. 

Sir Henry Robinson’s preparation for 
his important work as administrative 
head—the Chief Secretary was ex-officio 
President—of the Local Government 
Board, was begun early; but his working 
careér was not begun in the Civil Service. 
At the age of 17 he was put into a 
London merchant’s office with a view to a 
business career. At the end of two years, 
however, he decided that his inclination 
was not that way, and he returned to 
Dublin resolved to work for the upper 
division of the Civil Service. At that 
time a commission to inquire into the 
taxation of towns in Ireland had begun 
its task. Its first secretary resigned, 
having (according to the story told in Sir 
Henry Robinson’s own book of 
“ Memories ’’) found the work beyond his 
capacity. Robinson was appointed as a 
‘‘stop-gap,’’ but he proved such a success 
that the commission insisted on retaining 
his services. He was called upon next to 
act as secretary to the commission that 
was investigating the Poor Law and 
Lunacy administration. With these com- 
missions he visited every part of Ireland, 
and gained a remarkable knowledge of the 
country and its problems. 

RELIEF WORK. 

In 1879 Sir Henry communicated to the 
Under-Secretary a report on famine 
conditions in a district of County Galway 
that had come under his observation. His 
letter ‘confirmed a report which had 
appeared in a Dublin newspaper and 
resulted in his appointment, at the age 
of 23, as temporary inspector to supervise 
the work of relief in Mayo and West 
Galway. Afterwards he was appointed 
a permanent inspector under the Local 
Government Board. Spending most of his 
time in the West, where some of the local 
hodies displayed erratic notions of the 
proper conduct of public business, he won 
a reputation for ability to make shrewd 
adjustments between administrative essen- 
tials and human foibles. With some of 
the bodies in his area he had good 
hard .stand-up fights from time to time, 
but he knew the art of suaviter in modo, 
and, ore Way of another, got things done 
more or less as they should be done. 

When his. father, who was appointed 
Vice-President of the Local Government 
Board in 1891, retired from that position, 
Sir Henry Robinson was. appointed a 
member of the Board, and in 1898 he 
became Vice-President. In 1900 he was 
appointed a member of the Privy Council 
in Ireland.

He is succeeded in 
the baronetcy by his son, Christopher 
Henry Robinson, of Highmoor, Parkgtone, 
formerly a Resident Magistrate in County 
Louth. ho

LABOUR’S' MOTION 


A CHALLENGE TO THE 
GOVERNMENT.

Now that Mr. Cosgrave has formed his 
new Government, the Dail must tackie the 
many urgent problems that confront it. 

A start with the humdrum business 
of the country will be made to morrow, 
when the Chamber will consider the 
Creameries Estimate, and discuss, on the 
motion for second reading, the Expiring 
Laws Bill, the Dentists Bill’ and the 
County Courts Appeal Bill. The only 
one of these items that is likely to produce 
a long debate is the Creameries Estimate, 
on which members of the Fianna Fail 
Party will have a good deal to say. 

The Labour group has tabled a motion 
that cannot fail to “draw” the House. 
It proclaims the .party s disappointment 
at the alleged inadequacy of the measures 
so far taken by the Government for the 
relief of unemployment, and asks for an 
extension of the reliefs at present in force. 
Although the motion was tabled yester- 
day, it is not likely to be taken before 
Thuisday, and will probably not be dis- 
posed of before Friday or Tuesday next. 
In the division on the. motion it is ex- 
pected that the Government s majority 
will be reduced by at least one—Mr., 
Alfred Byrne, the Independent member 
for North Dublin. | 

One thing certain is that, while the Dail 
is sitting, the Ministry will not spare any 
of its supporters for electioneering in 
Carlow-Kilkenny. It is not unlikely that 
before the House rises this week the new 
Deputy-Speaker (the last was Mr. J. N, 
Dolan, present Parliamentary Secretary 
to Industry and Commerce) will be chosen. 
Labour’s nominee for the office is Mr. 
Patrick Hogan, its representative for 
Clare, and Fianna Fail intends to put 
forward either Mr. Frank Fahy, Secretary 
of the Gaelic League, or Mr. Sean T. 
O'Kelly. So far as I can gather, the 
Ministerial Party has not yet selected a 
nominee, and the possibility is that it 
will not oppose the election of Mr. Hogan.

TARIFF NOTE NOT VERY 
SATISFACTORY. 

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Reuter’s Correspondent here under- 
stands that the proposals contained in the 
French tariff Note, which was received at 
the State Department on Saturday, do not 
appear on their first perusal to be very 
satisfactory. 

The trouble appears to be the conditions 
attached by France to the concessions re- 
garding the Customs status of American 
goods during the negotiation of a commer- 
cial treaty, and the State Department 
officials observed that it would be neces- 
sary to examine the Note in co-operation 
with the Tariff Commission and the Com- 
merce Department before a reply could be 
made. 

There is apparently some doubt whether 
the conditions are inseparable from the 
concessions, but, if they are, another dead- 
lock in the controversy would seem to be 
inevitable.

COMMUNIST DEFEATS IN 
FIRST RETURNS. 

From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT, 

OSLO, Monday. 

The question as to whether or not 
Norway is to be governed by the Com- 
munists and Socialists will be settled by 
the Parliamentary elections which are 
taking place to-day. In the last Parlia- 
ment the Communists were in the 
minority, the Conservatives and Liberals 
controlling each a third of the seats, while 
the farmers and other elements, together 
with the Communists, comprised the 
remainder. 

This year’s election campaign has been 
fought very heatedly, many attempts 
having been made by the Communists to 
destroy opposition meetings and gather- 
ings. Undoubtedly, the majority of the 
population is strongly anti-Communistic, 
so that, should the Communist victory 
occur, it will be regarded partly as an 
example of a faulty election system more 
than as evidence of Norway’s political 
opinion.

BILL GETS FIRST 
READING. 


From ' Tug Times ’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
CAPE TOWN, Monday. 

In the House of Assembly to-day 
General Hertzog, the Prime Minister, 
moved the resolutions, of which he had 
given notice, ‘annexing private members’ 
days and forcing night sittings. on the 
House from the beginning of the ‘session. 
The motions drew from.the Opposition 
protests which lasted for three hours. | 

The Opposition protests were based on 
two chief grounds—first, that such a 
drastic curtailment of private members’ 
rights was, in the words of General 
Smuts, an evil precedent which savoured 
of autocracy, and struck a blow at the 
democratic roots of Parliamentary govern- 
ment; and, secondly, that there are a 
number of matters of importance to the 
whole country which private members 
wish to bring’ forward, and for which the 
five private members’ days allowed are 
totally insufficient. 

Referring to the gloomy picture of the 
drought districts, which, in answer to an 
urgent question, General Kemp, Minister 
of Agricultuwe, read out earlier in the 
alternoon, General Smuts contrasted if 
with the ludicrous optimism of the Speech 
from the Throne, and pointed out that 
the monopolisation of the time of the 
House by the Government would make 
adequate discussion ol drought policy im- 
possible. 

The true interests of the country, said 
General Smuts, were being side-tracked 
for the sake of three bills, only one of 
which was of any urgency. 


THE FIRST READING. 


After General Hertzog’s motions had 
been adopted by the usual Government 
majority, Dr. Malan, Minister of the 
Interior, shortly after five o'clock, 
formally moved leave to introduce the 
Flag and Nationality Bill. 

General Smutz immediately rose, and 
repeated” in substance his Bloemfontein 
speech. He contrasted the concihatory 
attitude of Mr. Tielman Roos, the 
Minister of Justice, with the immovable 
position taken up by General Hertzog and 
Dr. Malan. Which, he asked, was the 
true voice of the Government. Was it 
Mr. Roos’s olive branch, or General 
Hertzog's stand pat policy? 

So far as the Opposition was concerned 
it was ready to explore any and every 
avenue of settlement,, What facilities was 
the Government going to provide for the 
process of exploration? Would the 
Government consent to another conference 
or to the reference of the bill to a select 
committee? Debate on the floor of the 
House was not the hest method of reaching 
a settlement. He implored the Govern- 
ment to provide some form of machinery 
for consultation, otherwise he had the 
gravest forebodings concerning the possi- 
bility of a settlement. 

In replying, Dr. Malan said that the 
Government had reached the Imit of con- 
ciliation, but was willing to consider any 
proposal from the Opposition. Such a 
proposal, however, must be made in the 
Senate, as it was impossible to amend the 
bill in the House of Assembly if it had to 
go to a joint sitting eventually. 

Dr. Malan spoke without bitterness, but 
with discouraging firmness, and it was 
notable that General Smuts’s references to 
a possible settlement were received with 
jeering and laughter from the Government 
benches, while Dr. Malan’s remark that 
the limit of conciliation had been reached 
elicited lond Government cheers. 

Mr. Roos was absent during the debate, 
although he took part in the division at 
6 o'clock, which resulted in the first read: 
ing of the bill being carried by 57 votes 
to 46, 


MILK PROBLEM. 


— 


DIFFICULTIES OF THE 
BRITISH FARMER. 

The Times, in an editorial article on the 
Dairy Show, which opens at Islington to-day, 
makes reference to the regulations of the Milk 
and Dairies Order, and observes :—Dairymen 
and farmers of the better sort—and that 
means a large proportion of those engaged in 
the production of milk for the public—will 
assure the lay visitor with one voice that they 
are strong supporters of the policy of cleanh- 
ness. Nevertheless, there are one or two 
definite hardships connected with its «nforce- 
ment to which they will probably point. . One 
of these is the needlessly excessive strictness 
with which the Order is applied by some 
sanitary officials; another the heavy cost of 
the structural alterations which many of them 
may have to carry out in order to comply 
with its regulations. There, no doubt, they 
are not without hope that, by the instruc- 
tions of the Minister of Agriculture, some 
mitigation of the strict letter of the law may 
be found to be possible; but there are two 
further hardships from which at present 
escape seems less easy. 

The first is that the public as 
not prepared to pay for graded milk the 
price which the extra expenee of its produc- 
tio1, estimated at from £2 to £5 a cow, 
entails; the second that the producer of 
graded milk is exposed to the severe com- 
petition of a cheaper article, much of 
which comes from oversea sources. It 
is at these points especially that the shoe 
pinches. If consumers would pay a fair price 
for the better quality of milk which the 
farmers are now, at an increased cost to 
themselves, forced to supply, and if, in ‘the 
second place, the foreign producers of the 
two classes of mechanically separated con; 
densed milk and condensed whole milk im- 
ported from abroad, were subject to the eame 
restrictions and the same conditions in 
respect to wages and hours of labour as the 
British producer, then there would be less 
reason for complaint. 

Ae it is, the imports of the first and 
cheaper of these two classes of foreign tinned 
milk increased in the five years from 1921 to 
i926 by 103 per cent., while those of the 
more expensive—but still, as compared with 
the British output, the inferior and cheaper 
—article decreased by 55 per cent. On this 
showing it will not be astonishing if the 
intelligent visitor to the Dairy*Show comes 
away with two fixed ideas in his mind. He 
can hardly help feeling that the public are 
neither showing wisdom, from the point of 
view of their own health, nor doing their 
duty by the British producer in preferring 
cheaper forms of milk to the best that is to 
be had.. If, in addition, he realises how 
great is the food and health value of fresh 
milk, especially for children, he will wonder 
why it is that its consumption in this 
country is less than that of any other highly

NEW METHODS OF MARKETING|® 


ESSENTIAL. 


—— — 


Viscount Craigavon, Prime Minister of 

Northern Ireland, and Mr, J. Milne 
Barbour, Minister for Commerce, were the 
guests at luncheon yesterday ofthe Bally- 
mena Chamber of Commerce. 
- Lord Craigavon, who described Bally- 
mena as “the Aberdeen of Ulster,” said 
that their barometer was “‘ set fair,” 
he appealed to every section of ‘the com- 
munity to see that it did not fall below 
that point. He spoke of the improvement 
in the unemployment figures and of the 
measures that the Government was taking 
to aid agriculture. 

Mr. Barbour referred to the brighter 
trade ontlook and to the importance of 
adopting up-to-date methods of marketing 
and advertising. 


LORD CRAIGAVON. 


Li 
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* BAROMETER SET FAIR.” 


Lord Craigavon, responding to the toast of 
his health, said that it was the intense desire 
of all of them to see prosperity, which led to 
comfort and happiness, rt ay | rank 
of life in Northern Ireland. n order to 
ensure prosperity, it was essential that they 
should enjoy ordered government, a sound 
educational system, good housing, sobriety, 
high credit, and the impartial administration 
of the law. With regard to those, he thought 
it might justly be said that Ulster was at 
“ set fair,’ and he felt sure that the great 
mass of the public would back him up in his 
desire that nothing should be done to disturb 
that barometrical reading. 

"" We have emerged from a long and weari- 
some period of unsettlement and distress, 
and your Government is desirous of maintain- 
that ‘set fair’ condition, so laboriously 
won, with a view to enabling those engaged 
in agriculture and in trade and commerce to 
go ahead with their legitimate business—un- 
‘hampered by too much politics and unem- 
barrassed by any internecine strife. 

AGRICULTURE. 

‘The first and most important subject in 
Ulster to-day, without question, is that of 
agriculture. It causes Mr. Archdale and his 
colleagues in the Cabinet constant and anxious 
consideration, We are straining every nerve 
to put it upon a sound foundation, You will 
readily recognise how many old prejudices 
require to be uprooted and how competition 
from foreign countries necessitates a complete 
overhaul of our own house if we are to secure 
that to which we are entitled—command of 
the whole field of Great Britain and the 
Empire, at least for our marketable com- 
modities. 

“The Committees of Agriculture in the 
several counties, composed as they are of 
practical farmers, have for many years been 
doing most valuable work in developing the 
‘industry, and this year, I am glad to say, we, 
as a Government, have found it possible to 
earmark an additional £10,000 towards an 
extension of their important operations. 
(Applause. ) 

“This money, which is additional to the 
normal income of the committees, will be 
spread over a series of years and will be 
devoted solely and entirely to the improve- 
ment of live stock. It will be remembered 
that two years ago, in view of the exception- 
ally high rate of mortality amongst live stock, 
arrangements were made by the Government 
for the granting of loans to farmers at a low 
rate of interest, under which some £45,500 
were advanced. 

NUMBER OF LOANS. 

‘** The scheme was again brought into opera- 
tion last spring, with the result that in the 
present year a further sum of £23,700 was 
distributed in loans for live stock replace- 
ment, making a total of over £69,000 advanced 
at the low rate of 24 per cent. It may be 
interesting to state that the total number 
of loans advanced was 1,465, and that the 
amounts ranged from £6 to £1,000. 

‘‘The Department is endeavouring to take 
full advantage of further possibilities in ex- 
tending the fresh pork trade, There is a 
marked improvement—in fact, I may say an 
astounding improvement—in the egg trade, 
and we are hopeful that the pork, potato, 
and dairying industries may be rapidly 
developed along lines that will ensure that 
these commodities are more eagerly sought 
for in British markets. 

Dealing with unemployment, the Premier 
said :—‘‘ On the 1st January, 1922, there were 
unemployed in Northern Ireland about 
100,000 persons; on the Ist January, 1927, 
50,000; to-day 25,000 persons, which is the 
lowest recorded since the industrial depression 
set in in 1920. For Ballymena on the Ist 
January, 1922, the number of persons unem- 
ployed was 1,800; on the Ist January, 1927, 
1,600; to-day 450, also the lowest figure re- 
corded for Ballymena since the industrial de- 
pression set in in 1920. 

Lord Craigavon expressed his appreciation 
of the work of the Commission on  gow Go- 
vernment, and said that its report would be of 
great assistance to the Government in framing 
Jégislation, *‘ People,” he said, “ speak airily 
of the desirability of scrapping this or that 
jocal authority, but to anyone who takes the 
trouble,of studying carefully and calmly the 
whole structure of our system of government, 
central’ as well as local, it cannot but 
apparent that these various local authorities 
hold their proper places in the system.’’ 

INDIVIDUAL EFFORT. 

‘‘T feel it my duty to close with a word 
of caution and advice. There is an inclina- 
tion in some quarters to rely over much upon 
Government financial assistance; no country 
was ever made by a Government alone—no 
matter how perfect—no war was ever won by 
a general alone—no matter how brilliant. 
The individual and collective efforts of the 
masses, well led, win through to victory. The 
keynote of success is work, hard work, and, 
above all, honesty in dealing with one 
another and the outside world.” 


TRADE OUTLOOK. 


IMPORTANCE OF MODERN 


METHODS. 


Mr. J. Milne Barbour said that it was 
true that a change of fortune in any country 
would affect, not only those countries trading 
directly with it, but the whole trading com- 
munity of the world. The combined ravages 
of civil war and Bolshevism in China this 
year reduced the Chinese purchases of cotton 
from Britain up to the end of August 

y about £3,000,000, as compared with the 
similar period last year. That had resulted 
in widespread unemployment and short time 
in Lancashire. te 

Lancashire was one of the principal 
markets for the foodstuffs of Northern Ire- 
land, and the reduced purchasing power of 
the Lancashire operatives would. accordingly 
be reflected unfavourably in the sales of the 
Northern farmers, who, in their turn, would 
be able to buy less in their market towns. 
Such instances could be multiplied im- 
definitely, bat they would see that the gar- 
ment of international trade was a complex 
texture into which the fate of every nation 
was woven, 

Bearing that interdependence of the world 
trade in mind, what were the features of 
the present position? He was glad to say 
that the prospects of improved trade seem to 
be substantially growing. Thus, we had in 
1925. «conditions favourable to improved 
trade all round, but, in point of fact, the 
volume of international trade had 
only.. increased 5 per cen. The 
two main factors contributing to this 
unfortunate result were, in the first i 
the instability of the currencies of the 
majority of countries, and, in the second, the 
artificial tariff barriers which the Bass rae 
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@ffect that all countries should 
and do their. best to remove, so far as might 
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tariff barriers, | 
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aay 


be possible, all. import -and.export licence 
systems ; that they should reduce the height 
and complexity of. their tariffs; that the 
should agree oh international practice wit 
regard to tariffs, and that, in.a word, they 
should do everything possible to increase the 
free flow of trade in all directions. They 
further recommended that, wherever possible, 
States should enter into commercial treaties 
with the same object... 

Let them hope that this was a prelude to 
further and more general, action on the part 
of the nations, and that" the unequal con- 
ditions under which . foreign ' manufacturers 
had án open market in Great Britain, 
whereas tariff walls closed their markets to 
British goods, might soon be modified so as 
to gs not only freer but faiter trade. all 
round, G4 


The effect of the stabilisation of the! 


currencies of France and Belgium had been 
to relieve, in great ‘measure, the Irish linen 
industry from the hopelessly uneconomie com- 
petition to which it was exposed two years 
ago, and a distinct move had been made 
towards placing their manufacturers on the 
same relative terms with their Continental 
competitors as prevailed in pre-war days. 

As a powerful factor in aiding the recovery 
of international trade they have the rapid 
development of facilities for international 
transport and international communications. 

A GREAT CHANGE. 

“I want to emphasise the fact,” said Mr. 
Barbour, “ that the new world of commerce 
into which we are emerging is a world. in 
which conditions are fundamentally different 
to those which we knew before the war. It is 
of no use thinking that we are going to ob- 
tain business in the same ways, under the 
same conditions, and I might add, perhaps, 
with the same effort as in pre war days. e 
face of the trading world is changing fast. 
The perfecting of machinery, on the one hand, 
and of the means of transport on the other, 
is breaking the ties which in former years 
bound certain sections of industry to certain 
localities. . For generations we'in the North 
of Ireland have supplied the bulk of the linen 
requirements of the world, but we must 
realise that foreign competition against us is 
growing, and that it is useless to deceive our- 
selves with the belief that the foreign goods 
offered are necessarily of inferior quality. to 
our own. 

“In the race for markets which is now 
proceeding those who are most skilful 
and best Ml 907 on the marketing 
side will win. lt is, therefore, imperative 
that we should look critically at our present 
marketing system, to adapt it to current 
conditions, and to take the best advantage 
we can of the newly-developed arts of 
publicity. In this connection I should like 
to mention, briefly, the new place in com- 
merce which has been taken by the great 
trade fairs, such as those of Paris, Lyons, 
Leipzig, Toronto, and notably our own 
British Industries, Fair in ndon and 
Birmingham. There can be no doubt that 
the great trade fair is becoming increasingly 
powerful as a marketing channel. 

“The British Industries Fair last year was 
visited by trade buyers from no less than: 
sixty different countries, including almost 
ay part of the British Empire, and their 
number constituted a record. In addition to. 
foreign buyers, the fair was attended by over 
75,000 home buyers. The magnitude of the 
fair can be gauged by the fact that lettings 
of space for next year’s fair have already 
reached 340,000 square feet. The number of 
firms participating ie 1,400. The fair is open 
to merchants and manufacturers of Northern 
Ireland. What advantage have we taken of 
the facilities which it provides! Out of a 
total of some 850 exhibitors in the London 
section alone last year I believe that Northern 
lreland provided only two. 

CO-OPERATION. 

“I am not forgetting how large a part 
agricultural produce plays in the export trade 
of Northern Ireland. Here, too, as in the 


case of the products of industry, we are enter- 


ing a world of trade in which new conditions 
nir Old methods of marketing are fast 
ecoming obsolete, and I could wish that 
there were more signs in Northern Ireland of 
that co-operative effort which has made the 
dairy industry in Denmark one of the largest 
suppliers of the British market. 
eferring to ‘the exhibitions organised by 
the Empire Marketing Board, Mr. Barbour 
said :—' Our policy is to seize every oppor- 
tunity of showing in Great Britain our eggs, 
our bacon, our butter, our oats, our potatoes, 
our beverages, and even our manufactured 
tobacco so far as it comes from Empire 
scurces. The inquiries which we receive show 
that interest is being stimulated, and I believe 
that these exhibitions cannot fail in the long 
run to increase the hold which our produce 
has in England, Scotland and Wales.’’

sons available for appointment. Due weight 
should be given, other things being equal, 
to seniority, since one of the objects of the 
section was to facilitate ‘:e promotion of 
existing officers of local authorities on 
rounds of ability and length of service.” 
hat would indicate to him (Mr. Anthony) 
that in the case of attendants who had long 
service and, in addition, proved themselves 
efficient in the discharge of their duties, 
they would certainly have priority over a 
man of lesser service who might have a cer- 
tificate, 

Mr. Monahan said that he could not go 
beyond what he had already said, that he 
would allow five years for the full certificate 
and three years for the preliminary in 
reckoning years of service for promotion. 
He thought that inflicted no hardship on 
anybody, because at any time within the4ast 
thirty years the certificate could have been 
obtained if the attendants wished to do so.

question of two parties. The two-party system 
had disappeared from : North-West. Europe, 
with the exception: of Great .Britain, and it 
wag ‘tot ‘likely to survive there much ‘longer.: 
The two-party system, was steadily disappear 
ing, because the natural tendency of the free 
human mind all oyer the world was to form 
groups. All that proportional representation did 
was to provide simple machinery whereby 
any of the groups strong enough to obtain 
one or more quotas of voters in an electoral 
area would be sure of obtaining corresponding 
representation. 

The problem was not new. It had had to 
be faced in Belgium, Holland, Germany, Den- 
mark, Sweden and Norway. In all these 
countries there was stable government to-day, 
although in none of them was there a 
majority for a single party. -In all these 
countries proportional representation was in 
ype se nder the influence of the sense 

justice which was inherént in ‘the- system, 
the problem of government was being slowly 
solved along lines best suited to each ccm- 
munity. Let them face the facts honestly. 
Was it not the case that a majority of six 
in a House in which the principal parties 
had obtained the representation to which 
they were entitled was better.for the peace 
of the country and for the promotion of its 
stability than a large majority based upon 
the over-representation of the largest party 
and the under-representation of the second 
largest party? 

“DID NOT SUIT THIS COUNTRY.” 

In — a vote of thanks to the 
speaker, Sir Thomas Robinson said that he 
was rather of the opinion that proportional 
representation did not suit this country. He 
thought that an election by which the de- 
cided opipion of the majority of the people 
could be obtained was the most satisfactory 
kind of election. He thought it necessary for 
this country—and for every country—to be 
ruled according to the wishes of the majority.

DEATH OF AN AHHRLOW

A LONDON ROUND-TABLE 
CONFERENCE. 


Representative employers, Labour leaders,

Firmness characterised most sections of the 
Stock Exchange yesterday, but business, 
except in certain specialities, was not on a 
large seale, the accumulation of public orders 
over the week-end being of modest propor- 
tions.

listed for hearing.

He obtained 
a conditional order, and he understcod that 
the motion to make it absolute would soon 
be ‘card. Under the circumstances he ap- 
plied to have the appeals adjourned until 
after the decision of the et gg Court. 

Mr. Sherry (instructed William L. 
B. Cochrane) appeared tga the Drainage 
Board, and opposed the application for an 
adjournment. If the decrees were affirmed, 
and if the High Court quashed the rate, 
there would be no trouble, he said, in Mr. 
McGonigal’s clients successfully suing the 
neg Board for the money that they 
pai 

Judge Davitt adjourned the appeals, direct- 
ing that Mr. McGonigal’s clients should pay 
the costs of the day and the expenses of 
Mr. White, Secretary to the Drainage Board. 

WIDOW'S DEATH BENEFIT OLAIM. 

The case of Anne O'Brien, widow, of 9 
Cuffe street, Dublin, against the Workers’ 
Union of Ireland came before the Court on 
an appeal from District Justice Little. Mrs. 
O’Brien claimed £9 death benefit in res 
of her husband, Michael O’Brien, who had 
been a carter with Messrs. Wordie and Com- 
pany, and who died on the 4th July, 1926. 
He had been, at the date of his death, a 
member of the Workers’ Union of Ireland, 
in full benefit, Mr. Little had granted a 
decree for £9 and costs. The Workers’ Union 
appealed from this decision.
